‘Cabinet Examines 


The final arrangement under 
which America: would make a loan 
to Britain was examined at a special 
meeting of the Cabinet at 10 Down- 
ing street yesterday, at which 
Mr. Attlee presided, says the P.A. 
Diplomatic Co:. ~spondent. It is 
generally expected; says this corre- 
spondent, that an announcement 
will be made in Washington and in 
the House of Commons soon. 

There is no question of a 
breakdown in the talks: While 
the terms may not be those sug- 
gested by Britain, when the negotia- 
tions were first opened, there is gene- 
ral agreement on the question of 
the amount of the loan and the rate 
of interest. 

The final and decisive stage in the 
loan negotiations was resumed yes- 
terday in Washington, with the 
leaders of the twd elegations con- 
tinuing Sunday’s attempt to solve 
remaining differences. Reuter’s 
special correspondent cabled that a 
fresh briefing was received from the 
British Cabinet in long cables to 
Lord Keynes.

f IHE position of the Persian 
Government was last night cC-- 

scribed as “ precarious,” with several 
political groups pressing for a 
stronger réoime to deal with Russia 
following the conciliatory: Persian 
reply to the Soviet Note of Novem- 
ber 26th. 

The Russians refused to allow 
more Persian troops to enter the 
disputed northern zone on grounds 
that they might cause bloodshed and 
necessitate Russian reinforcements, 
and Teheran asked “to be informed 
as soon as possible what steps the 
Soviet authorities would take to en- 
sure freedom of action for Persian 
officials in the North.” 

It also asked for transport for 
security forces, the Persian Army in 
general, and particularly for the 
body of troops still held up on its 
way north. 

“The Persian Government ho 
that in the course of the evacuation 
from Persia within the shortest pos- 
sible time, there will be no further 
unpleasant steps taken by the Soviet 
authorities to mar the unshakable 
friendship beween Persia and the 
Soviet Union,” the Note added. 

A reply to the British communi- 
cation on the question of the recent 
disturbances in Northern Persia has 
been transmitted to London from 
Moscow. and is now under con- 
sideration, says the P.A. Diplomatic 
Correspondent. 

The American Government has 
suggested that all foreign troops 
should withdraw from Persia by 
January Ist. 

A Washington report, cabled by 
A.P., states that Russia has re- 
jected the American request that all 
Allied troops should be withdrawn 
from Iran by January Ist.

Oranges On 
Sale Again 


In Streets 


(THERE was a pre-war atmosphere 
about Henry street and Moore 
street yesterday. The areas were en- 
veloped in the sweet scent “of 
oranges. Masses of orange peél and 
tissue paper littered the streets. 

All afternoon crowds followed 
trucks and carts bringing scores of 
crates, each containing 504 oranges, 
to Dublin’s hawkers. Crowds 
gathered around the stall-owners. 

It was harvest for the 
hawkers, but purveyors of fruit 
who carried on business in shops 
were faced with a very different 
situation. 

Although the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce fixed the 
maximum retail price of oranges of 
this shipment at 7d. per lb.—a re- 
duction of 8d. over previous con- 
signments—the wholesale price was 
not regulated, and retailers said that 
they had to pay Sd. or 6d. per Ib., 

then sell them for 7d. 

Eight firms posted notices in their 
windows régretting that they could 
not distribute the fruit “ without 
showing a loss.” Other firms were 
content to sell. 

A. prominent member .of’ the 
grocery trade in Dublin, who paid 
6d. per lb. and sold his stock at 
7d., said: “A large part of the 
profit from the penny difference is 
lost through waste. We have not 
had them for a long time, and 
Christmas is not far off, so we 


‘| might as well sell them.”

In addition to the development of 
the Bull Island as a recreation 
centre, and the development. of: the 
marine lake at Dollymount, referred 
to in yesterday’s /rish Times, the 
compehensive plans include the 
exploitation of the St. Annes estate,’

The 
town. planning consultants, on the 
other hand, proposed that St. Anne’s 
should be reserved for a municipal 
park. They submitted a plan 
showing tentatively the uses to which 
the various parts of the estate might 
be put. They recommended:— 


-PUBLIC PARK 

That the 200 acres, including all 
the main avenue, pleasure grounds 
and gardens, the land to the sea 
front, and all the tree planted 
portion of the estate, should be laid 
out as a public park. 

That the two sections, one on the 
Clontarf side and the other on the 
Raheny side of the estate, and con- 
taining 60 acres, be utilised for 
public and private playing fields. 
[hat portion of the site adjoining 
Vernon avenue be allocated for 
secondary and primary schools; and 
that other portions of the land 
Situated at this point and adjacent 
to the Howth road be reserved for 
private housing development. 

«They also recommended _ that 
areas, comprising about 650 acres— 
one immediately north of St. Anne’s 
and the Great Northern Railway 
line in Artane east, and the other 
in Kilbarrack athwart the Great 
Northern Railway line N.-E. of St. 
Anne’s—be acquired for housing 
development. These lands have 
been selected, bearing in mind the 
recommendation in the Dublin 
Inquiry Report that consideration 
should be given in the Corporation 
housing programme to more efficient 
use of rail transport facilities in the 
selection of housing areas.

nor the United States has a definite 
and predictable policy. A break- 
down of the recent London. Con- 
ference may prove ultimately to 


Western Powers that if they wish to 
have an effective voice in the world 
they must first make up their mind 
what it is they want and then pursue 
that policy with the same sort of 
steady relentless diplomacy which 
characterises the foreign policy of 
the Soviet Union. 

The Lendon Conference broke 
down on three major issues:—the re- 
fusal by Britain and ca to 
give way to three Russian demands; 
Anglo-American recognition of the 
Russian fait accompli in the 
Balkans, admission of the Russian 
claim to a greater share in the 
Japanese settlement and the cession 
to Russian trusteeship of Tripoli- 
tahia. Having 
better to let the Conference. fail, 
with all that that implies to the 
continuing. unsettlement of Europe, 
it would appear that the best course 
for Britain and America to follow 
is to allow Russia to think matters 
over, and await some overture or 
proposals from her. This indeed 
was the mood in which Mr, Byrnes 
and Mr. Bevin separated. 


NO CHANGE 

On the f of it, therefore, Mr. 
Harriman’s ‘recent flight to the 
Crimea, carrying a special letter 
from President Truman to General- 
issimo Stalin seemed like a com- 
plete change of diplomatic tactics 
on the part of the United States, 
It seemed to many that the United 
States, having firmly resisted the 
intransigence of Mr. Molotov in 
London, had changed its mind and 
was running cap in hand after the 
Soviet Union. This is not in fact 
the case. 

It appears that Mr. Byrnes came 
to the London Conference inade- 
quately briefed on American policy 
in the Far East.. He adopted in 
consequence a more negative atti- 
tude towards Russia’s Far Eastern 
claims than American interests 
really required. When he got back 
to Washington ‘and reported to the 
White House it was thought that 
here at least: was one matter in 
which the United States could afford 
to make some concessions. Russia 
is unwilling to join the Washingt 
Far Eastern Advisory Council unles: 
this body is given executive func- 
tions, and it was solely in connection 
with this dispute that the Truman- 
Stalin correspondence arose. 

Therefore, especially since the 
Kremlin is still dissatisfied with 
American policy in the Far East, 
despite President Truman’s concilia- 
tory attitude, the position of Britain 
and the United States is still sub- 
stantially what it was on the day 
the London Conference broke down. 


PRINCIPLES AT STAKE 

Britain and America have made it 
plain that though wo Fa agree- 
ment between the “ Big Three” as 
the best foundation for making and 
securing peace, there are principles 
and interests which they are not 
prepared to sacrifice merely for the 
sake of nominal unity among: the 
'“ Big Three.” If the next meeting 
of the Council of Foreign Ministers 
is to achieve’ more than the last it is 
essential that this position should be 
steadfastly maintained. The second 
requirement for the success of the 
next conference is that more preli- 
minary spade work should be put in 
hand through normal diplomatic 
channels which, though

I 
think it is que to say that the 
diplomats of the Kremlin do not

. their own actions, 


SUSPICIONS 

Although Soviet-inspired propa- 
ganda in such fellow travelling 
papers as the London Times is 
always at pains to stress how 
suspicious. Russia is bound to be of 
Western Powers and the consequent 
need to appease her, there seems 
to be no appreciation in the 
Kremlin of the suspicions which 
their actions, and still more their 
propaganda, arouse in the Western 
world. Serious-minded though the 
Kremlia is in its objectives, in its 
tactics it is inclined to display an 
unpardonable levity. The Kremlin 
too often behaves like the man who 
in a poker game has bluffed on a 
busted flush and who, when his 
bluff is called. roars with laughter 
and proceeds with ‘merriment, un- 
abashed confidence and possibly 
success, to the next hand. 

What the Kremlin does not 
appreciate is that in the field otf 
international relationships — these 
bluffs have consequences and that 
other conntries do not find them 
nearly as funny as the Russians do. 
They are bound to take note of 
what has happened and adopt a 
more watchful and cautious attitude 
in future. 

The converse of this is also true. 
If the State Department and the 
Foreign Office are to succeed in 
achieving. an effective unity of 
policy among the “Big Three 
they must be sustained by more 
robust and strong-minded public 
opinion than exists to-day in the 
Anglo-Saxon world. Public opinion 
must be taught to distinguish 
between the real and bogus Russian 
demands. Above all, American and 
still more British public opinion 
must learn that the “ Big Thirteen ” 
in the Kremlin are utterly cold- 
blooded and devoid of emotional 
reactions common to _ ordinary 
British American men and women. 
They are ngt easily provoked, they 
seldom get angry, and they never 
lose their tempers. Therefore there 
is no need to have undue anxieties 
about Russian susceptibility. So 
long as Britain and America show 
the respect due to Russia as an ally 
and a Great Power, so long as we 
are fair-minded, just and unswerv- 
ingly firm, the Kremlin will under- 
stand and respect us and true peace 
ee be brought to a tortured 


world.

advanced. Meanwhile, plans that 
first were made for impounding 
the projected lake were con- 
sidered by the engineering 
advisers ‘to the Corporation and 
the Port and Docks Board, and 
by the Government’s Unemploy- 


| ment Committee—which agreed 


that the State would grant 
upwards of £200,000 to meet the 
costs of an amended scheme. 
Before the Corporation decided 
“to accept that offer, the war 
intervened, and the plans were 
put into cold storage. Mean- 
while, one of the public bodies 
concerned—the Urban Council 
of Howth—disappeared, and the 
city boundary was extended to 
include the 
from Clontarf to the Baily light- 
house. 

There the whole 
seemed to rest until the Irish 
Tourist Board approached the 
Corporation and the local golf 
clubs with a proposal for the 
development of the Bull Island 
as a tourist “attraction.” The 
City Manager, in concert with the 
Corporation’s. Planning Com- 
mittee, decided to go ahead with 
more comprehensive plans. These 
embraced issues which apparently 
were so far apart as provision 
for aquatic sports and for the 
construction of thousands of con- 
veniently situated garden homes 
for city wage earners From 
these protracted proceedings a 
really comprehensive and well- 
balanced scheme of development 
‘has emerged, and, no doubt, will 
be received with favour by all 
the parties concerned, From the 
sportsman’s and pleasure-seeker's 
point of view, the picture of a 
lake surrounded by playing fields, 
woodlands, sandhills, bathing 
beaches, together with provision 
for indoor entertainments, is a 
happy conception. Not less 
happy is the proximity of such 
seaside playgrounds to the 
thousands of homesteads that. 
now lie along the city’s northern 
boundaries. In their turn, people 
who can afford -dwellings of: the - 
“villa” type are to be provided 
with tree-surrounded sites in a 
hundred or more acres’ of Saint 
Anne’s demesne. Thus - resi-

Wake Up! 


Kecently a soldier got himself 
sume days in the “ glasshouse” 
for assaulting the camp bugler. 
When asked 'to' explain’ his 
motives, he replied that it got on. 
his nerves to be wakened con- 
tinually.by such, an unpleasant 
sound, especially as he was in 
the habit of dreaming pleasantly 
Just before “ reveille ” cut across 
nis . consciousness. One can 
sympathise with his case, though 
the manner in which he tried to 
alter affairs is open to dis- 
approval. Medical authorities 
agree that the sleeper. ought to 
waken by degrees and not with 
a shock or start. Furthermore, it 
is maintained that the method of 
one’s awakening has an effect for 
the rest of the day. If a man is 
bustled out of bed, the chances 
are that he will be more irritable 
than usual. The best practical 
method’ seems to be that of 
waking oneself. Not everybody 
can do it, but there are lucky 
folk who can adjust their minds 
like tlarm clocks, and can open 
their eyes without difficulty within 
a. few minutes of the required 
time. The ability to do so is said 
to indicate strength of character. 
Napoleon, for example, is .re- 
ported to have been able to 
snatch just the a “ns of ‘sleep 
that he wished at any time of the 
day or night. This is an un- 
doybted advantage for a military 
commander, but most people 
would be glad of it, too. In one 
of his essays Montaigne says that, 
when he was a little boy, his 
father gave orders that his son 
was to be wakened by the sound 
of music softly played. This 
seems to be the ideal way of 
returning to consciousness, but 
‘few people nowadays 
privaté orchestras, and the wire- 
less is quite likely to be even 
more offensive than the soldier’s 
bugle. As for the humble alarm- 
clock, one hardly could hope to 
begin the day to a more disturb- 
ing noise. Man, however, is 
infinitely adaptable, and can 
become accustomed to alarm 
bells and bugles after a while. 
On a cold winter morning, it does 
not really matter what wakes 
him. Even the Hallé Orchestra 
could not compensate for the 
necessity of rolling out fr6m 
under the warm covers into a 
raw atmosphere.

LORD JUSTICE MURPHY 


Lord Justice Murphy, a member 
of the Northern Ireland Judiciary, 
died last night at his residence, 30 
Windsor Park, Belfast. 

Born in February, 1880, Edward 
Sullivan Murphy was. the fourth 
son of the late Rt. Hon. Mr. Justice 
Murphy, a Judge of the former 
Irish Queen’s Bench in Dublin. He 
was educated at Charterhouse and 
Trinity College. Dublin, and was 
i: called to the Irish Bar in 1903. He 
became a King’s Counsel in 1918. 
and in 1921 was called to the Inner 
Bench. He was Attorney-General

FARES “ WAR” 


Senator Patrick McCarran 
a Can Nevada, speaking in
